The School Committee would respectfully submit the follow - 
ing report: The schools throughout the town during the past 
year, have, on the whole, been profitable and satisfactory. 

There is a lack of unifor mity in some of the text books, more 
especially in grammar, which operates greatly to the disadvan- 
tage of our schools, increasing the number of classes, and using 
up the teacher’s time ; and this ought certainly to be corr egted 
in part, during the coming } year. 

There seems to be in several districts, a deep and lively interest 
in.regard to the welfare of the schools, and this interest, we are 
happy to say, is evidently increasing; in other districts there 
seems to be almost total indifference, while in another there are 
actual dissentions, which are very detrimental to the schools. 


DISTRICT NO. 2 hadtwoterms. The first term, of six weeks, 
was taught by Miss Jennie Eldredge. This teacher carries with 
her a good moral influence, but is somewhat wanting in expe- 
rience and vivacity. Wages, $22 00 per month. The second 
term, of thirteen weeks, was under the charge of Miss Julia A. 
Eaton ; a thorough scholar, and excellent instructor. The school 
under Miss Eaton made satisfactory progress. Dicipline not 
quite vigorous enough. Wages, $26 oo per month. Whole no. 
pupils attending during the year, 31. Average daily attendance.
